JOLIET, March 3.- "Tlift Brilliftiit 
Bandit of the Wabnfili,"as PVaiik llniule 
lovtvl to cull ilinisolf, lio.s low in tlio 
))in.son liospilftl in this city with t wo or 
thrco big wolts iicross the skull, a bul- 
let liolo in his cur, aii'l anolhor in hi.s 
side. Ilis niunliTOUH ussjiiilt on Deputy 
Warden Mel )onal(l has already been 
dcHcribed, as wnil ils the Jisastrou.s 
consequonce.s to hini.self of that attack. 
Altliough (le.si)erat(>ly hurt, there are 
fear.s that llatule will recover. He lia.s 
been shot through and through before 
this, but has always managed to rally, 
HO as to be a little touglier than he wa.-s 
before, if po.ssible. There i.s not an of- 
ficer or a convict in the penitentiary 
who, if iefl to himself, woul.l not take 
pleasure in finishing this fellow's career 
in short order. He is pioljably ihe most 
desperate man with whom the au- 
thorities of Indiana, lllinni.s .mil .Miss- 
ouri liave ever hail to deal. Starting 
out in 1870, when about 30 years okl, 
as a burglar and general thief, Raiuie 
visited almost every town of any size 
in Indiiina and Illinoi.^, stealing every- 
thing he could put his hands on. it 
made no diti'erence to him whether liie 
article taken was of vulue or not. If it 
was portable he took it. Doing his 
plunder up in bundles, ami, when pos- 
Blblo, pacliing it in satcholHand truiik.s, 
he would leave these things at railroad 
stations, hotels antl expre.ss ollices to be 
called for, giving in eiu li case a (lilFcr- 
enfc name from that of the owner. Hun- 
dreds of these satchels and bundles were 
in existence at a time, and very few of 
them were ever called for. 

In the spring of IS7"2 ho was arrest- 
ed at Fort '^\'ayne for a safe burglary, 
and on conviction wa.s sent to the peni- 
tentiary at iM ichigan City for Ove years. 
His service in this institution seems to 
have hardened him. The keepers 
declared that he was the most trouble- 
some man they ever had in charge. It 
was one unending round of lloggings, 
solitary confinements in dungeons on u 
bread iinu-water diet, and [umishineiUs 
by ball and chain as long as he was 
there. He was a prolilic writer and in 
mapping out schemes of robbery and 
murder he had the ingenuity of the 
devil. Several times while confined at 
Michigan City he drew u|i elaborate de- 
scriptions of proposed ])riHon deliveries, 
giving ina[is, diagrams, of the town, 
penitentiary, and the surrounding coun 
tryj with the fullest directions to be 
observed by confedetatos on the out- 
side. In one of those productions he 
went .so far as to designaio the particu- 
lar peoi)le about the prison wlioin it 
would bo necessary to kill. When his 
term of imprisoniuent was up the of- 
ficials wcrii very glad to part company 
with him. Jle left Michigan City and 
the State, threatening vengeance on 
all of his former keepers and promised 
to return some tlay and clean out the 
entire fistal)lishment. 

Purchasing two maguilicent revolvers 
of the largest calibre, he wore them 
outside his coat in a harness specially 
made for the purpose, which held the 
weapons about level with his vest pock- 
ets, so that with the slightest iiiovcmi-nL 
of the hands ho conkl seize ihoiii. For 
several rnontli.s nothing wi»s heard of 
him, b\it during August he api eai-ed in 
the vicinity of St. EUmo, II!., where he 
made daily and nightly raids on houses, 
barns and storea On Sunday afternoon 
it was discovered that the resiuenci! of 
WooIJord Pierce ha:l been robbed while 
the family were at cliui'cli, and a party 
of citizens started in piirsnit of Rande, 
who was known to be hiding near town 
Starting him from bis i:ovei> the po.sse 
ran him into a corn field where, ap- 
parently enraged by the pursuit he 
mounted a rail fence and gave a wonder- 
ful exhibition of his skill as a marks- 
man. With a revolver in each hnnd he 
discharged both weapons at once, kill- 
ing two men, Charles Melden and 
Charles McKeown, ai the (irst tire. His 
firing was so sudden ami the execution 
80 deadly that the pursuing parly be 
came panic stricken, but he shot two 
more men liefore they couhl get out of 
the range of his pistols. 

This tragedy caused the wildest ex- 
citement throughout Illinois, and the 
most exaggerat 'd tales of the man's 

tjrowesa were circulated. Many believed 
bat the fellow was J esse ilames, and 
f^lmost every day some imaginative 
farmer would drive madly f o the near- 
est town to report that the .lames and 
Younger boys wore in his neighbor- 
hood. Hundreds of men turned out and 
scoured the country in all directions, 
but nothing further was seen or heard 
of Uando for three weeks. One day in 
tileptember <)ohn Scholes of (iilson, 
K.nox county, Uliuois, found a thief 
in Via house and gave chase. Overtak- 
ing th® fellow in an open field. Mr. 



Scholes called out to him to halt. The 
thief turned squarely in his tracks with 
a revolver in each hand and jnit four 
bullets into Scholes, two' in the heatl 
ami two in the heart. A hiindn.'d men, 
nil armed to the teeth, wore soon in 
pursuit, many of them mountetl. ()ver- 
taking the fugitive, Frank Barnes, who 
wiLS slightly in advance called out to 
hini. "Halt! or you are a dead man." 
liande'^ only reply was four ]>istol 
shots, two striking J'.arnes and two 
[lenetrating the skull of l''rank W^isc- 
man. Both men fell dead in tlieii' 
tracks. Turning his lire on the other 
men in the party, he dashed upon tliem 
with a yell, stampeding the whole crowil 
and wounding several of them. 

Although the identity of the imirderor 
was atill unknown it was hoom tU'cided 
that the .St- Elmo and (ids in dti.spei'adoo.s 
were one and the .laine [joraon. Heavy 
reward.s wore ull'ored fur In.s ca|)turo, nut 
only by Bovurul^couniiea, but by tlm 
state, and dos^hsjlpf armed bunds liuuti il 
for wookfl in a "vain oiuloavor to apiiie- 
liond llini. The si^arch h;id bueii all but 
abandoned wimn news wii.i received tliiit 
the (itfender had been taken in St. l.ouin. 
On the inuruing of .X nvoiiiliia' 17th Kande 
onlereii a p;iwn shop ni thutcity to redooin 
a valiae. Tho keeper uf Iho place sun- 
spected the ftilluw;''aud sent a clerk out to 
call tho police. Policemen White and 
Heffernan strolled in. aizpd the nimi up, 
and couoludod ho wn.s a had one. As 
they roacliod for him, Kande apiaiig with 
tho agility of ii tiger throu fyet in tho air, 
and boforo his feot tuuchud the fluor hi.s 
revolvers wore barkinii aud buUota wore 
tllying so thick and fust tlnit a panic 
seized everybody in tho neighborhoud. 
White roceivod a sovero wnuiid in the let;, 
but Uotl'ernan and the i)awiil)M)kor mim- 
as/!ed to hit llaiide twice, tho former send- 
ing two bullets through his lunga, and the 
latter putting oho or two into his lega. 
White was carried aw.iy iiisen.sihle, and 
died soon afienvard. 

When Ilande received the In, let.s in his 
lungs he fell to the tluur, SBVin^. "Let me 
lie down now; I am dying. 1 ;i ii shot 
tlirout;li the lunga. " A moinenl l,.ier lie 
had whipped out another revolver, and 
was about to use it on I-letreriian,u lu'n the 
lattiir pnunced on the pioitrale imirderi r 
and wrenduid the weapon from his grasp, 
Jvando hissed through his tooth as he saw 
Ilia last pistol disappear: "Haifa minute 
more would have cooked your goose." In 
tho ambulance, on tlie way to tho hospit- 
al, Raiido talked inceasantly, declaring 
that ho had already killed a dozen men, 
and tliat he had made up his mind on en- 
tering St. Louis to kill seven men there. 
Ho had, ho said, rogiatcred a solemn votv 
to kill every man who attempted to arrest 
him, and he only regretted that ho had 
not killed Ijoth policeinun. It was thought 
at first that he could not recoi er, hot in 
tho course of a few wouka he was strong 
enough to bo moved, and he was put in 
the Four Courts prison. Here he was 
visited by many-'peoplo from Illiiioi(i,and 
betug thoroughly identified aB,tho>mtirder- 
er of fiilson and St. Elmo', he was roluc 
tantly surrendered bj- Missouri to thi^ 11- 
linoia authorities. No one dreamed that 
ho could escape tlie gallows, and it waa 
believed that he would bo lynched before 
he reached Oalcsburg.QExtia precaii'iuns, 
however, were taken and he was sifoly 
lodged in the jail. Once aecnre behind 
the bars ho hold levees daily, rocil ing with 
evident pride tho niunenrua nuudei'.i ho 
had committed, ifo wrote a great deal 
for the newspapers, in prose and doggerel, 
and made no concealment of hia intention 
to kill everybody who had been iiiatru- 
mental in bringing him to jail if he ever 
ret'ainod hia liberty. 

"I sviil kill you and you," he would sav 
"and that feller down in .St. Louis win n 
I get out of this." His oiijoyinout ui 
tho aensation ho had caiiaed was in- 
tense, and was marrii.'d only by refusal 
of the authorities to let hini wear his 
pistols. He begged pil.eously to have 
the wea])ons given uji to him, uiiloadod, 
of course, for ho said he appeareil so 
much better with them on. The sheriff 
finally consented to let the fellow have 
his picture takfni with his harness and 
revolvers in place, and those photo- 
graphs were sohl in large numbers. 
^\'h^l'^ Kaude was in jail at Calesburg, 
he received a long letter from Jack 
Langdon, then under sentence of death 
in Te.^as for murder, in which the l,oni> 
.Star desperado expressed the gi-eaiesl- 
admiration for the Illinois iiiurdcrer. 
.Jack has killed iiineLeeii men in his 
duy, but he magnanimously refu.sed to 
claim greater distinction than that 
which he freely gave to liande, for he 
said the (puility of IJande's victims was 
higher than that of his, some of v.dimn 
were only "niggers and half-breeds," 
and "ditln't count for much." .Jack re- 
cited a few of the biggest things ho 
ever clid for the entertainment of 
Itaiulo, and exjiressfid a' consuming 
desire to read the life of the Illinois 
murderer, which, he urged Eando to 
write, if he had not done so already. 
He enclosed a copy "f his own life and 
adventures, and only rsijrette:! that he 
had not been able to make the narra 
tivc still more interesting. Kande 
began work on an exhaustive biogra 
phy, and continued his labors throiieh 
outhis trial, which was afrco siirlre: ul d I 
inn verdict of niurtter, with a .sentence 
of life impri-onmont, fixed by the jury | 
itself. The defenci^ was insanify, Init 
the only impression that could be made 
on the jury was in the direction of 
mitigation of sentence, the result of 
the trial was a great disapjioitUinent to 
every citizen of Knox (,'nunty, but 
there was no move in the direction of 
violence. During the trial llaiuie wore 
the same suit of clothes which he harl 
on when he was shot in the St. Louis 
pawnshop, and there were ragged holes 
and bloodstains very suggestive of the 
ciirnago through which he had passed. 
Some people believed that this fact, 
and the additionalone that Ilande was 
still feeble and apparently irresponsible 
for his mad dog proclivities, induced 



the jury to forego the death sentence in 
his case. 

In .loliet, Eando has been a trouble- 
some prisoner. He has been feared 
and hated b}' his follow prisoners, and 
the officers always kept him under a 
close watch. He had an idea that he 
was a sort of leadpr in tHe prison by 
reason of his pre-eminence in crime, 
and he used to refer contemptuously 
to "these crooks," as it they were far 
lieneath him in social status At first 
he devoted his spare time to writirVg- 
novels basccl on incidents in his own 
career, in y.-hich he always figured as 
the hero. These works he called "The 
American Brigand," "The Knox 
County 1 )es])era.lo," "The St;. Louis 
Pawn Shop h'ieiul," and "The P>rilliaiil 
Bandit of the Wabash." When he dis 
covered that these could never be print- 
ed he turned his attention to inven.*. 
tion.i, and during the Ihsf, threft or four 
months IVo has "drawn ]ilans and speei- 
llcations for several curidus contriv- 
ances, lie had a sidienie foi' per[ielual 
motion which he was sure would do 
away with tho use of steam on railroads. 
Besides a fire-escape of some merit he 
got up what h& called a orimihar, de- 
tector- If heooidd only get nut of 
prison to perfect it, he said, no guilty 
man could ever escape. Jt would fer- 
ret out crime better than any detecti\'e 
He had an entirely new plan in teli!- 
graphy, by which he could send infor- 
mation instantly to any distance with- 
out the use of electricity, and just be 
fore he made his last deadly assault on 
his kei'per, he was at work on the 
plans and specifications of a gunwhich 
was to shoot and kill ut thirty miles 
range. 

Kande is desperately wounded, but 
he may recover. Ho has had some 
rational spells, and in the.so he has 
boasted that he has killed thirteen mon 
and expressed the hope that the War 
den would riie, so as to make I he score 
fourteen: To all iiupiires as to his 
condition ho says he is all right and 
will be out in a few days, as he has had 
worse wounds than those from which 
he is now sufl'ering, and has recovered. 
It seems almst impossible to kill him. 
The ball which ho received the other 
day in tho ear was fired with the muz- 
zle of tho revolver not three inches 
from his bead, and the bullet passed 
through the skull at the base of tho 
brain, but the prison surgeons say tliAt 
ho will probably get well.

THE PASSING OF THE SETTLE- 
'. "\MENT DILL RESOLUTIONS. 

Tiniu deiila with everything itoonor or 
hiter, and ufter long suapeiise it has at 
last brought thu .Sottloinoiit Bill boforo 
the Dominion parliament. An e.xclusivo 
dispatch informs us that Sir Charles Tup- 
por moved the Sottloinent Bill resola- 
tions on Friday aftornoon. Mr. Homor 
moved an amendment, Mr, Gordon 
(1) supporiiii),' him, to tho eflect that all 
words after "that" bo struck out. Had 
this amendment prevailed the bill would 
have been killed; but tho house, iu spite 
of the puny efforts of Messrs. Homer and 
Gordon, persisted in passing the re»olii-» 
tions, without amondinont or division, 
and fairly committed itself to the bill 
which was read a first time. Tlie wisdom 
of the course pursued by Messrs, Homer 
and Gordon, though of small moment e.x- 
cept to themselves, will be a matter of 
record in tho future, and may create many 
inconveniences for them that their incor- 
ruptible patriotism docs not now foiesoo; 
and whether they acted froniporsonal or 
motives or to humor their constituents the 
• result will be the same. Of course, Na- 
naimo had a perfect right to oppose the 
bill if she thought proper; but in con- 
nection with the strike her opposition 
had such an air of personaljpiquo and was 
a factor of .such utter insignilicanco, that 
prudence might have dictated a more con- 
venient season for displaying it. It has 
been already intimated that Mr. Gordon 
blundered when he allied himself with 
the Nanaimo agitation, which proved a 
failure iri every sense because it was not 
i.non.i .,„„,A nriiipinlc. and had 

only persevering obstinacy and personal 
spito to recommend it. "The movement" 
was strictly confined to the people of Na- 
naimo, and received no sympathy from 
the agricultural interest, to whom Mr. 
Gordon may have to render an account of 
his stewardship hereafter. As to Mr. 
Homer and Senator Molnnes, although 
their opposition to the Settlement Bill ia 
dictated by different motives, their views 
are oqu.illy small and their eilbrts equally 
futile. They are interested in what they 
consider a rival city to Victoria, and their 
statesmanship is powerless to expand be- 
yond the threadbare traditions of the 
"Mainland and the Island." Whatever 
light thu future may cast on thia worthy 
trio, they must hencefortli be content to 
be known as "the men who" — tho men 
who opposed the Settlement Bill, and who 
could only see prosperity to the province 
in a perpetual feud with the Dominion 
and a settlement in which there would bo 
no balance due the province at tho end of 
the chapter. Our contemporary, who has 
lately gone to unlimited e.Ypenso in furn 
ishing adverse rumors as to the probable 
fate of tlie bill, seems to have totally ne- 
glected its.. readers yesterday morning in 
the matt'Sf' of telegraphic dispatches, and 
no wonder — even supposing it knew any- 
thing about tlie matter. The subject was 
too painful, our contemporary has an un- 
happy facility for patronizing all sorts of 
movements that never come to anything, 
and in this spirit it doubtless undertook 
to oppose the Settlement Bill with the 
usual result. Its self-abnegation in lead- 
ing forlorn hopes entitles it to the gratitude 
of the province. As for this journal, for 
the last ten years it has steadily worked 
'towards the point which may now be vir- 
tually considered to have been attained — 
the Bottiemont of the matters in dispute 
between the province and the Dominion, 
and may justly cluiin some credit for 
whatever benefits shall flow from it. Tho 
evils which would have resulted from the 
failure of the bill have already been suf- 
ficiently dwelt upon; but the great anxiety 
which has lately prevailed respecting it 
showed that they were fully appreciated. 
The people of the province had been de 
ceived so often in tho past that they had 
become almost incapable of belief in any 
tiling save an accomplished fact. It 
seemed as if the provincial steamer was 
once more about to attempt to stem the 
rapids, and if she failed this time she 
must fall back into a pool of hopoloas stag- 
nation and there remain forycar.i to como. 
Everything in business circlci was held in 
abeyance; tho trader w:im cautiuus; the 
speculator ceased speculating; tho enter- 
prising man halted in hia enterprise; the 
value of real estate became immoveable; 
men put their hands in their pockets and 
forgot to take them out again. There wa.s 
a universal "waiting for the wagon," and 
the rumble of the wheels that was heard 
yesterday morning is considered very 
good evidence that it is surely coming 
along. 

BLAINE. 

The republican who at this writing 
stands the best chance of securing the 
party nomination for tho presidency 
is James G." Blaine. Four years ago he 
had entered upon tho duties of his otlice 
in the department of state tho virtual 
"boss" of the then new administration, 
and determined to make tho career of 
Garfield tho most brilliant of any of tho 
later presidonts. Ho was then triumphant 
over all his ononiie3,occupying the second 
place in tho country and with the eyes of 
the world fixed on liiin. How suddenly 
lie fell upon tho violent desith of hia friend 
Garfield, iv.nd how, among tho ruin of 



party machines, his enemies, Conklinn 
and Cameron, were overwhelmed, now 
reads like a romance. But Blaine to-day 
is the strongest available man for the 
presidency and although he says he is nob 
a candidate, well 'informed Americans 
think that he will carry off the prize at 
the nomination,and that he will bo elect- 
ed.

The line 
of railway has already been surveyed from 
the Rockies to tho summit of the Solkirka, 
and from this latter point to that point of 
the Columbia river where tho major's 
present survey will end, a distance of i;! 
miles, a preliminary line has already been 
run. The entire line will bo located at 
tho end of the present year. 

JMajor Rogers stated that the real hard 
work of the whole lino lies between the 
Ricking Hor.se Pasa and the eastern croaa- 
ing of tho Otdumbia river, a distance of 
some 75 miles. This part which will 
necessarily ho constructed from the oast, 
will be couciletod this year. In answer 
to tin on(|iiiry the majur gave the moat 
emphatic asaurunco that the supplies re- 
ijuirod for hia «tall' would be purchased 
solely from British Columbia markets.

LiiNDoN, March 2'J. .-X disjiatch to the 
Times from Khartoum , dated March I'lth, 
aaya: .Six thou.-iand rebels face the palace 
on the right bank of the Nile. They re- 
cently tired on liOd blacks soni down tho 
river for wood ;ind killed 100 of them. 
Qoneral Gordon states the garrison at 
ICassola ia holding out strongly. General 
Gordon restricts himself to the defence of 
Khartoum, (ieneral (iordon has jirmed 
many of the inhabitants; but they can do 
but little against the mass of rebels front- 
ing Khartoum, 

The expedition to relievo Halfay con- 
sisted of 1,200 men in three steamers. 
The men were concealed in the holds to 
avoid the tire of the .'Vrabs on the banks 
of the river. The expedition returned to 
Khartoum, having rescued the garrison, 
raised the siege and captured many ctittle 
and arms. The expedition lost only two 
men.

"Bully!" she replied, as she licked 
the spoon. "You'n Caleb won't hold 
no funeral on me just yet!" 

"Don't mind her," said the husband 
in soothing tones. 

"She was alius, singular, and T assure 
vou she wouldn't hurt your feelings for 
a thousand dollars. I'm awful sorry 
about this, for T know how cheap you 
feel, but I dasn't kill her, vou knowl" 

"No." 

"C'our.se not, but when she goes for 
good the job's yours and you can count 
on it." 

The undertaker mounted his vehicle 
and started off, and when he was quar 
ter of a mile away the man called af- 
ter him: 

"I know how you feel, but you must 
brace up! The nctt time will fetch her, 

.sure?"

In a certain Western town which

The quarrel com- 
menced in a saloon near the depot, and 
the evidence taken before the coi-oner's 
inquest shows that the man was drunk 
wlien he .struck the fatal blow. This he 
had adoiitted, and pleaded in extenua- 
tion of the crime. What are the results 
of this crime! A widowed mother's 
heart broken, and he who was her prin- 
cipal source of support, her main stay 
in life, for whom she had suffered as 
only woman can suffer, whom she had 
watched over and prayed for, and rear 
ed to manhood, is cut down l)y one fell 
blow, and sent into the ]irosence of his 
Maker without a moment's warning. 
The other, a nnui who is spoken of as 
having a kindly disposition when not 
crazed by liquor, is doomed to carry 
through life the word "murderer" 
branded on his brow in letters of blood, 
if not to meet an ignominious death 
on the scaffold. This is the agonizing 
heart-rending outcome. Estimating the 
purely flnartcial.burdens imposed by the 
crime, here is the coroner's inquest, a 
presentmen*/ by the grand jury, a long 
trial, possibly an appeal and a new 
trial, a hanging, or a long sentence in 
the state prison, together with the cor- 
oner, the sheriff, the judges, the jurors, 
the lawyers, the doctors, the witnesses, 
the prison official.iand the court ofli- 
cials to pay, beside the cost of prisoner, 
and all the other various details of ex- 
pense connected with the arrest, trial 
and conviction of the offender ;uul ilio 
execution of the sentence, whatever it 
may be, must be borne and paid for by 
the people, and why? Because the 
city has given to certain individuals a 
licence empowering them to lawfully 
engage in the business of manufactur- 
ing drunkards, and docs not oven on- 
forc * the restrictive conditions of the 
law. And these are the ))eople who 
are atrougely apathetic regarding tem-
